The Scottish Orlents! Company's well known 
Hongkong-Bangkok liner Phra Chom Klao, 
Captatn James Fowler, arrived here this mor. 
niog, eleven days out from Bangkok, with the 
German steamer X¥o, 1,222 tons, Captain C, H, 
Davidsen, in tow. Shortly after thelr arrival in 
port a Telegrapad reporter boarded them. and

Seoul, about half of the province of Hwang Hai 
and a not very large territory around Fasan and: 
Gensan.,- Bodles ‘of troops, excepting in large 
numbers, sre anable to march to’ Seoul from 
either Gensan, and then only with the loss of 
large numbers on account of the guerflla warfare 
carried on by the Koreans and the loss of 
puenbers from-iNness and long marching. The 
Japanese certainly do lack the stamioa one 
always supposed them to possess fo a certaln 


degree,

They gave unexpected evidence of resolution 
and courage, but 2/1 thelr efforts proved fenliless, 
As the conquerors approached Peking the 
Emperor fled in preat haste into Tartary.
